The-arms limitation pact — expected to 
be signed by United States and Soviet 
leaders within weeks — would arnount to 
an American stamp of approval on Soviet

Speaking at Hillsdale College, Garn said 
the provisions of the treaty “‘so heavily

Garn, an outspoxan opponent of SALT 
TI, sald that ona of the major disparities in 
the treaty ia that American B-52 bombers 
are limited while Soviet Backtire bombers 
are not. The Soviet Union already has 
approximately 100 Backfire bombers in 
operation and is building about thres new 
ones each month, he said. 

Garn, a five-year senator who formerly 
sat on the Armed Services Comittee and 
the Arms Control subcommittee, said also 
there would be problers enforcing tha Salt 


II treaty. Verification, always dificult, 


has become even more 50 since the loss of 
US. test monitoring sites in Iran, he said. 


“Even if l could write the treaty myself 
and felt that it was fair, the Soviet Union 


has an incredible record of cheating since 
World War I,” Garn said. “I don’t think 
we can trust the Russians to keep their 
word” 

Also denouncing. the SALT IZ treaty at 
Hillsdale yesterday was Ray Cline, a 
political scientist'at Georsetowir Universi 
ty. He agreed’ with Garn ‘that the treaty

’ “The ‘treaty. clearly does nothing 
important to affect the trend in cormpara- 
tive balance of power,” he said.
